Gean, and consolidated them as 
the evening Hope Star. 


The Star was founded as a weekly 


October 14, 1899, by the late Claude 
McCorkle, and changed to a daily 
te. his son, Ed, January 1, 1920.

ury has been Star Publishing Co.,

by 


Mr. Palmer, president, and your 
editor, as secretary-treasurer. 


And to celebrate this anniversary 


year we arc going to remodel The

with a linotype Sunday afternoon 
and encountering the Rev. Francis 
Buddin, pastor of First Methodist 
church, Hardly a Sabbath occupa- 
tion, but required.
